The 
remains'Were taken "in a hearse from 
Henry,Williams' undertaking parlors 
shortly before 9 o'clock escorted by a 
squad of foot police tinder Oapaln Par- 
ker; * battery of the Sixth- Artillery 
was drawn up in line and saluted as 
the casket was borne into the Execu- 
tive, building. The large hall was 
beautifully- decorated, with ferns end 
palms, the speaker's stand being, liter- 
ally a massif these plants, while about 
the elegant Mack casket'were numer- 
ous floral designs sent In by friends 
and admirers of tfie deceased Minis- 
ter, 'Some of these were exceedingly 
pretty. 'la front was a large mono- 
gram In flowers forming the letters

while beneath the casket a veritable 
mass of beautiful flowers and ferns. 


The face of the dead looked most

But the vast 
throngs who went down to the sea to 
witness the battle .royal were in a 
measure^ compensated <by seeing a 
magnificent light-weather duel. 


In the ena the disappointment of the 


patriots was sharpened perhaps by the 
fact that when the race was abandoned 
the Columbia Was in the lead and im- 
proving her position, and bad it been 
finished today, tie American champion 
might have had one race to' her credit 


As a result of today's struggle and 


those of Tuesday and Thursday, the 
talent are a good deal confounded. 
Some of them differ as to the merits of 
the two boats, but they seem unani- 
mous upon two things—that the Sham- 
rock is the ablest boat that ever 
crossed the western-ocean to lift the 
mug, and, what Is still more impor- 
tant, she is more ably handled than 
the, defender. Tne superior seaman- 
ship of Captain Hogarth and his crew 
was .demonstrated at several critical 
points in the race today. 


Though to Captain Barr and the 


nervy managing-owner of the Yankee 
sloop belong the credit of executing as 
brilliant and daring a piece of sea- 
manship as was ever witnessed in a 
-yacht race, its recklessness caused a 
great deal of nervousness and anxiety; 
its accomplishment therefore, made the 
pulses of the Americana beat higher 
with pride. It was the spectacular fea- 
ture of the day and fortune favored 
the brave. 
The Irish boat did undeniably bet- 
ter work, to windward. She carved her 
way-up into tbe wind in astonishing 
style. But here again the Columbia 
seemed to be able to more than make 
up in footing what she lost in point-, 
ing, and as the ability of a sailing ves- 
-sel ^determined by her power tajnake,

•Medlous" Says IMp the Duty of a 


Physician to Prolong Life 


in All Caser.

Editor Pacific Commercial Adverti- 


ser.—Dear Sir: In your Issue' of Octo- 
ber 12 is an editorial, "Helping to Die." 
I would like to say a few words on this 
subject Although I happen to be one 
of the younger physicians, and edu- 
cated in a school 
noted for the 


breadth of its education/! cannot say 
I am free from "the old traditions and 
prejudices," if such is indicated by a 
reluctance to taking human life. 


There may be cases where sufferers 


form compacts with their physicians 
to the effect that if their disease be- 
come unbearable he will "take their 
life." But what would a compact 
made with such a one tie worth? A 
physician who makes such a compact 
has clearly lost all recollection of the 
oath administered to him before his 
university granted him his diplomas.' 
If he can be made to 'break his first 
compact, I don't see how much reliance 
can be placed upon his keeping the 
second. Furthermore, so long as the 
medical profession is made up of hu- 
man beings,, with all their frailties and 
liability to err, I would strongly dep- 
recate this new-fangled proposition 
"that strikes at once against the snags 
and prejudices of habit." 


To say that such a course does so 


strike, is giving voice to something 
that has a very fine sound, but it Is bet- 
ter to have a habit with snags and 
prejudices than one that lays its pos- 
sessor open to the suspicion of crimi- 
nal actions. 


You say: "Who can now define the 


power which one rightfully has over 
his own lite, to preserve or destroy it, 
or delegate the power to others to de- 
stroy." It seems to me that after read- 
ing your editorial one would not feel 
it would be a difficult task to find one, 
at least, in our community, and conse- 
quently I would ask: Arejiot the sup- 
porters of your argument taking unto 
themselves the very power they scorn 
the old-fashioned individuals for pos- 
sessing? 
• .• , 


But whatever may be said from the 


theoretical point of view, there still 
remains the practical side, which is 
naturally by far the more serious one 
and the question in practice devolves 
upon the physician to decide. Might 
I ask what are the exact conditions 
that would justify a physician in talc- 
ing life? "When there is no hope." 
seems to be the apparent answer. 
But when is .that? Any physician 
knows the truth of the old saying, 
"While there is life there is hope." Or 


.. else are we to take it when the patient 


is suffering extreme pain and there is 
apparently no hope of his living? The 
most common cause of such a condi- 
tion is undoubtedly cancer, and would 
a physician "be justified in taking life 
under such circumstances, when a 
cure for cancer is on the verge of dis- 
covery? It ia rare that such pain can 
not be alleviated. 


Are we to take it when a person is 


dying by inches from consumption, 
when cases are on record of cure re- 
sulting from collapse of the lung due 
to perforation of the pleura? 


Are we to take it when a person is 


crippled for life, because they will bo 
a burden to themselves and otners, 
when it is common enough to find such 
cripples develop a mental capacity be- 
yond the ordinary? 


Should we take the life of imbeciUs 


or idiots, when craniectomy has re- 
cently made many of them rational be- 
ings? 


When are we *to take it? Not until 


mortal man acquires the gift of seeing 
into the future, and he has not yet at- 
tained that attribute—at least, I have 
not heard of it. 


The cases that cannot be alleviated 


by the judicious use of proper remedies 
are so very few and far between that 
it is better to let ten such cases bear 
their burden than to take the life of 
one who, for all we know, might have 
recovered. 


Then again, are we to do it on our 


own initiative or if the patient asks 
us. All medical men have had expe- 
riences in which the patient has 
begged of them "something to end 
their life," and yet many such have 
recovered. 


No, indeed. Mr. Editor, do not saddle 


the medical profession with any more 
care and worry than it bears right now. 
They are sufficient without this addi- 
tional burden. The medical fraternity 
are not at all anxious that the old say- 
ing, "licensed to kill," should become 
fact and not metaphor.

era on men, who are admitted to th» 
profession of medicine, 'without due 
ijijalincatlona. No doubt the giving of 
opiates Jto those who -have incurable 
disease and suffer extreme pain, tends 
to suspend the functions and hastens 
death in many cases, but human rea- 
son, in its infirmity, often approves 
of indirect, while it. disapproves of 
direct methods of reaching an end. 
You cannot directly etea.1 a person'* 
money, but the law permits you to bar- 
gain and trade so that you do get the 
ignorant person's money, and he gets 
nothing for it In return. 


The law, which,is the organized sense 


of the people, permits a eurgeon to I 
operate on a person, even when a 
majority,of physicians would declare 
that the operation must be fatal. This 
is getting close to the danger line. And 
"successful treatment" in surgery* has 
often become a by-word in the medical 
profession, because 'it is called "sue-, 
cessful treatment" if the patient sur- 
vives -twenty-four hours after the 
operation. 


The practical aspect of the discussion 


is, that means should be devised to per- 
mit only capable and educated men to 
practice medicine, because.they do so 
often hold the Issues of life and .death 
in their hands. One of the most dis- 
tinguished physicians said -that, "If 
Omniscience came to earth and opened 
court for the trial of lawyers and doc- 
tors, and held.them responsible for 
tbelr plunders, the Jails would be full." 
If there is any truth in -this remark; 
it is not wise to encourage the doctors 
to pass Judgment in the matter of clos- 
ing1 out life. 


But the intelligent and conscientious 


physician, taking the largest view of 
his duty towards his patients, and the 
relation of his patient to the laws 
which govern his existence will make 
each case a rule for itself. 


In the coming years, there will be, no 


doubt, new views .taken on this sub- 
ject, and the physician will be justified 
in doing that which he now hesitates 
to do" -. The Editor.]

In the probate division of the Circuit 


Court yesterday A. W. Carter, recently 
appointed guardian jof the estate of 
AJinie .T. K. Parker, filed a petition to 
Judge Perry in.which he sets out that 
the property interests of his ward are 
largely in lands and live stock ussd 
as a, ranching 'business. 


That there is about to be organized 


a corporation under the laws of the 
Hawaiian Islands for the purpose of en- 
gaging in, carrying on, buying, selling, 
importing and dealing in all kinds of 
live stock, the selling of beef, cattle, 
sheep, hogs and poultry and other live 
stock, and the selling of carcasses or 
parts thereof or any products or com- 
modities made therefrom, and the buy- 
ing and selling of all kinds of food 
products, said business to be confined 
to within certain limits in the districts 
of Hilo and Puna, on the Island of Ha- 
waii. 


That the ranch in which the said mi- 


nor is interested has found a market 
within such limits and it would be 
greatly to the advantage of said mi- 
nor's estate to be able to participate in 
the said proposed corporation. 


That the business about to be car- 


ried on by the saidrproposed corpora- 
tion is, in fact, of the same nature as 
the business that has been heretofore 
carried on by the estate of said minor. 


That it is essential for the protection 


of the ranching business and said mi- 
nor's interest that she be represented 
in said corporation and be permitted 
to participate in the same. 


That the cap.iallzation of said cor- 


poration is $20,000. 


That the capital required for said 


corporation will probably at no time 
exceed $10,000. 


That the said minor will be entitled 


to one-fourth of the stock In said cor- 
poration and participate in one-fourth 
of the profits.

The syllabus of the decision reads: 


Section 76 of the Land Act, 1895, which 
permits a holder of an Olaa crowfc 
land lease covering less than 200 
acres to obtain a patent for that and 
additional land, in all not exceeding 
200 acres, upon the. Improvement oi 
30 acres thereof and other* condl 
tions,, does nolf permit one "who has 
obtained a patent for the entire are; 
covered by his lease to obtain a pat 
ent for additional land after the ter- 
mination of his lease and in conse 
quence of improvements ^fflode tlierp 
on after the termlnatidirof his lease 
and his acquisition of the fee. 
The opinion of the court is by Jus- 


tice Frear, and is as follows: 


This is a submission upon an agreed 


statement of facts under sections 1255- 
1258 of the Civil Laws. 


The jnaterial facts agreed upon are 


these: The plaintiff- B. AvJHoran, at 
the date of the enactment or the Land 
Act,-1896, was the holder of a lease 
from the Commissioner 
J ol Crown 


Lands of lot 284, containing 47.25. acres, 
in the Ahupnaa of Olaa, District of 
Puna, Island of Hawaii; In 1896, un- 
der the provisions of Part IX of -the 
Land Act, he applied ftfefthe said lot 
in fee, representing that he haa 15 per 
cent of the lot under cultivation with 
coffee, fruit, field or garden crops- and 
had improvements of house and extra 
cultivation thereon of the value of 
$200 in addition to the said 15 per 
cent; the Sub-Agent of Public lands 
for the district found that .there were 
about ten acres under cultivation and 
that the house was of the. valus of 
f!50; the application was accepted and 
in due time a patent was issued, to 
Horan for the lot; Horan has contin- 
ued to live on the lot to the present 
time, and now has the entire area un- 
der cultivation and has Intprovements 
thereon valued; at 12,4.0.0; and has; .ex: 
pended thereon $9,000; lie has now ap^ 
plied for an additional 250: acres, name- 
ly, lots 107, 108 and 109, .in the new 
Olaa survey, but his application has 
been denied by the defendants. 
He 


contends that he has a right under 
said Part> IX of the Land Act to pur- 
chase these additional lots at their ap- 
praised value and asks that the de- 
fendants be ordered to issue to him a 


fact that he «tate4 in his application 
that he had 15 per cent of hU lot of 
47:25 acres under cultivation and that 
the Sub-Agent of Public .Lands found 
that he had about ten acres under cul- 
tivation.. He could not have applied 
under the second part of the section 
unless he had thirty acres under ^culti- 
vation. Having obtained a patent for 
all the land covered by his lease un- 
der the first part of the section he now 
seeks to obtain a patent .of additional 
land under the second part of the sec-

When he obtained his patent (or the 


whole of the land covered by the lease, 
the lease terminated. In such case the 
lease would naturally 
merge In the 


patent, and that it would become 
merged seems to have been contem- 
plated as shown by .the clause In sec- 
tion 78 (Civ> I* Sec. 262), which pro- 
vides: "The premises thus sought to 
be patented shall, from the date of 
such application accompanied by one- 
fourth of the purchase price, be free 
from the stipulations of such crown 
lease, which shall, however, remain In 
full force as to the remainder of the 
premises described therein." Since the 
application and patent covered the en- 
tire .premises In this, case,,-the entire 
premises became free from the. stipula- 
tions of the lease and there was no re- 
mainder of the premises aa to which 
the lease could remain in force. 
» 


The question, then, ia whether a 


person who has once exercised his 
right and who has obtained a patent 
for the whole of the'land covered by. 
his lease under the; first part -of the 
section may exercise his rignt a sec- 
ond time and under the second part of 
the section. 
We 'need: not decide 


whether a person may first exercise 
his right under One part .of the sec- 
tion and then under the other part or 
whether he may exercise his'right 
more than once under either part in 
case he should liot obtain a patent for 
the whole 200 acres on his first appli- 
cation, for in our opinion he can exer-. 
cise his right only so long as he holds 
a. crown land lease, and it appears in 
this, ease that the applicant has no 
such lease, it having terminated upon 
bis obtaining his patent for the whole 
land-covered by the lease. 


The statute does not, as contended 


on. behalf of the plaintiff, confer >ah 
absolute rjght.to .obtain, a .patent upon, 
a person holding a lease at the date of 
the Act Irrespective of whether 
he 


holds the lease at the date of his ap- 
plication for the patent, K that were 
so the^ holder at/the date of the'Act 
could obtain a patent wen though he 
might have assigned his lease prior to 
his application -tar: the patent and his 
assignee, the holder of the lease,- could 
riot obtain a patent; or he could ob- 
tain a patent even though he had sur- 
rendered his lease,before .his applica- 
tion for the patent—which the appli- 
cant has practically done In this case 
by accepting a title In fee simple. The 
statute clearly confers the right upon 
only those who hold at the date . of 
their application leases In existence.at 
the date of the statute. It says In the 
first part of the section: "Any person 
holding land under a lease," not "any 
person who has held land under a 
lease"; and in the second part of the 
section: "Any such person as aforesaid 
whose lease coyers'V etc.; and the lan- 
guage "of the section throughout bears 
out this construction. It does;not say 
that a person having a lease of fifty 
acres may cultivate ten acres and then 
surrender his lease and obtain a tee 
simple title for the whole lot and then 
cultivate thirty acres of his own land 
thus obtained and held in fee simple

The plaintiff applied for and 
ob- 


tained nisi patent under the ftrft part 
oi the Motion. This i* shown by the, 


is entirely con- 


sistent with the decisions in Webster 
vs. Luther, 163 U. S. 337, and other 
cases relied on for the plaintiff, which 
held that sections 2304 and 2306 of the 
United States -Revised Statutes con- 
ferred upon certain soldiers and others 
an absolute assignable right to acquire 
additional, lands. Similarly, it might 
be held under our statute that a per- 
son who. came within the terms of the 
statute acquired an: absolute right to 
obtain additional land,, which right 
would pass with .an assignment of the 
lease. But it could not be held that 
one who did not come: within, the terms 
of the statute had such right. The 
statute confers the right upon only 
those holding land under leases and 
who have improved the required area 
of the leased premises. In this case 
the applicant does not hold a crown 
land lease and he has not improved 
the required area of land held under 
•such a lease. As a basis for his pres 
ent application he has shown merely 
that he baa a fee simple in his own 
right and that be has improved only 
the land so held in fee, although 
he 


once held the land under lease—before 
he made the improvements and before 
he made his present application.

The opinion of the Court is written 


by Justice Frear and is set forth }n the 
syllabus as follows:

"H signed two deeds, one purporting 


to release her dower right, the other 
all her right, title and interest, in cer- 
tain lands which had . previously .been 
mortgaged by her husband (she not 
joining or releasing her .dower) and 
sold on foreclosure. H afterwards wais 
informed that her grantee claimed that 
there was a defect in the foreclosure 
sale and that she had inherited 
through her daughter all the estate of 
her husband, .the daughter and hus- 
band having died, and that consequent- 
ly a fee simple title had been ^conveyed 
by her deeds. She then brought a bill 
for the : cancelation oi -the deeds, upon 
the ground of false and fraudulent rep- 
resentations that she had only a dow- 
er right. She did not. show any. de- 
fect in the foreclosure sale or show 
that she had more than a dower right 
or that she executed the deeds in re- 
liance upon any false representation 
that she had only A dower right She 
alleged also that she did not know that 
her deeds purported to convey more 
than a dower right, but she did not 
allege that her grantee had misled her 
as to what they purported to convey or 
show why she did not know what they 
purported to convey. .

Decides a Lahaina Case 


Appealed. 


"This is a bill in equity for Jhe 
celation of certain deeds on the ground 
of fraud" and misrepresentation.' .The 
case comes here on appeal from a. de- 
cree sustaining a demurrer to the bill 
and dismissing the bW. 
' ' . 
"The bill, alleges In substance: That 


one Kapakahl to 1887 mortgaged cer- 
tain bind owned by him situated at ~L&- 
haina, Maul, his wife, the plaintiff Ha- 
na, not joining or releaBing her dow- 
er;, that the mortgage was foreclosed 
in 1889; that the linrchaser at the fore- 
closure sale conveyed the lands in 1892 
to another, who, : In .'1,896, conveyed 
them to the plaintiff v corporation, 
which has staice expended much money 
in improyements thereon; that Kapa- 
kahl died ia ^^1887, leaVing hfa said wife 
and a daughter surviving him; that 
the daughter died in 1896; and that 
Hana and her present -husband, the 
plaintiff Umi Kukailani, whom she 
married in 1890, are lepers at the set- 
tlement on Molokal; that on March 29, 
1889, the defendant obtained from Ha- 
na two deeds; one purporting to be 
a release of her dower; :the other a re- 
lease and quitclaim of all her interest 
In these landEi and also a deed from 
her husband giving his consent to her 
said deeds/and two days later brought 
an action of ejectment against the 
plaintiff corporation' for these lands; 
that 'at the time and before the said 
deeds' were executed Hana and her hus- 
band were Informed by ah attorney of 
defendant that Hana> was conveying 
only a dower right by said deeds, and 
that neither said Hana nor her bus- 
hand knew that she had any other 
than a dower right in these lands, or 
that either of the deeds^ purported to 
convey any other right; that the con- 
sideration expressed in said deeds, 
$502 In all, is grossly inadequate for 
the Interest of Hana and Uml Kukal- 
lanl in said lands; and that these plain- 
tiffs on account of her detention at said 
Eettlement were unable to travel and 
mingle with people who are familiar 
with the values of property, and were 
unable to form a just estimate of the 
value of the title of said Hana in said 
lands, and were induced to accept the 
said sum through the wilfully false and 
fraudulent representations of the de- 
fendant's agent that said Hana had no 
title or claim to said lands other than 
a right of dower, and the concealment 
of the fact that said Hana is heir of 
her said daughter and through her 
would inherit all estate left by Kapa- 
kahi, and the concealment of the value 
of the said Hana's interest in the said 
lands; that before signing said deeds 
the said Hana consulted her attorney 
In Honolulu by letter, and was advised 
by him to sign them, but that said at- 
torney so advised without a full knowl- 
edge of the facts and. upon misrepre- 
sentations of defendant's attorney that 
the said Hana had no Interest in said 
lands other than a dower interest; 
that plaintiffs are Informed and be- 
lieve that defendant claims that said 
foreclosure sale was void by reason of 
certain, alleged defects In the publica- 
tion of the notice of intention to fore- 
close and of sale or otherwise, and that 
at the date of the said deeds the said 
Hana was entitled to said land* In fee 
simple, and that by said deeds the title 
to said land* became vested In the/de- 
fendant; that upon being ao Informed 
the said Hana and Dmi Knkailsn* de- 
clared said deeds to be void and there- 
upon, for the purpose of protecting the 
plaintiff corporation and to obtain a 
more adequate coasldmUoa, executed 
a deed of all her interest in the said 
to the said plaintiff corporation.

A RUBBER PLANTATION IN AS- 


SAM. 


The constantly increasing industrial 


importance of India rubber renders of 
peculiar interest the experiments which 
-have been made by the Assam Forest 
Department on the cultivation of the 
Ficus elastica. 
According to a cor- 


respondent of "The Field, the initial 
attempts to start successful plantations 
ah resulted in failure, and it was not 
until 1879 that any success was attain- 
ed. At the outset an attempt was made 
to imitate Nature by planting the seeds 
in clefts of trees, in the hope that the 
Ficus might, in germinating, become 
epiphytic on its host, but failure was 
the result Planting cuttings was next 
resorted to, but though these struck 
readily the resulting tree was almost 
devoid of aerial roots, which are an 
important factor in its after life. In 
the end the plan was adopted, and has 
succeeded, of raising the plant from 
seed and transplanting It as its stage 
of growth requires. Thus, the seed- 
lings, when from two inches to three 
inches high, are transplanted to nur- 
sery beds, where they are inserted in 
ridges about one foot apart, and re- 
main here till a height of twelve inches 
is attained 
Each plant is then trans- 


ferred to a bed five feet square, where 
it remains till a height of from ten 
feet to twelve feet is reached, it hav- 
ing in the meantime been protected 
by fences from Injury by animals At 
this stage of the growth the final trans- 
pjantatlon is made 
The roots being 


cut back to within eighteen inches of 
the stem, the tree is dug up and trans- 
ferred to its final resting place in the 
forest, and when an age of twenty 
years is attained It will be teadv to 
tap 
The capital outlay is not large, 


but the money expended being locked 
up so long is a drawback, frtill, the 
plantations which have now reached 
the tapping stage are eJrowing.aii ex- 
cellent return oa tb« original outlay 
•which amounted to £4 9f. M. pw acre 
The net profit, on the other ton*, after 
paying expense* of collecting the nib 
ber and freight to London has bc-en 
£2 3R 7d per acre —Engineering.

', warship Is necessary, since it ought 
to make a very slight difference, 
whether she steamed a long distance 
or a short distance, if the boilers and 
ingines were in good condition when 
the ship started and If toe officers and 
men were efficient I beg leave to add 
that, from a military point of view, the 
possibility of re-enforcing the fleet in 
;he Pacific or Atlantic by units from 
one or tbe other is of the greatest invr 
portance, and as the canal-would en- 
able us to more Quickly r&^eriforce the 
Pacific or Atlantic fleet, such a water- 
way would enable us to rest satisfied 
with a smaller navy than would be 
required without a canal.' 


'The value to the United States of 


such a canal as the one proposed across 
Nicaragua cannot be estimated in dol- 
ars, because the absence of such a 
means of communication may easily 
mean defeat with sad and humiliating 
consequences. On the ground alone of 
sound naval policy the canal should 
already have been in operation, and 
before national interests, those of cor- 
porations, perhaps largely- imaglna- 
:fve, are insignificant 


'To point the moral we must con- 


sider the length of time which the bat- 
tleship Oregon was compelled to take 
in re-enforcing tfie Atlantic fleet in 
1898. 
We must also realize the un- 


doubted and very great advantage 
which the Suez canal affords to Great 
Britain in her communication with her 
Indian empire; and tbe increased 
strength which Germany possesses in 
being able io unite her Baltic and 
North sea fleets; in eighteen hours by 
means of the maritime canal ^through 
the Schleswig-Holstein peninsula."

•up at once and,the harbor is to be 
dredged. He also brings with him 
seeds of all sons, twenty musicians, 
sawmill, plows, icemaklng' machine, 
pool and billiard tables; in fact, I can- 
not begin to tell you what he has not 
brought, but I can say thisV he does 
not Intend to set up a store for him- 
self. All the property he brings is 
Government property. 


"About sugar cane and rice: If an 


experienced man came from Honolulu 
now he could make money. Land Is ol 
the very best, easily obtainable and 
worked and labor can be had if fair 
wages are paid. What we term, fair 
wages is 37% cents per day, American 
money, whieh is really very high 
wages for people here. 


'All I can say is, 'Come and see be- 


fore others come.' Numbers of letters 
of inquiry have already been received. 
Good board and house can be obtained 
and you can come via Yokohama by 
taking Captain Harrison's schooner 
Esmeralda, fare 125, making round trip 
to Guam every three months and alter- 
nating with another Japanese trading 
schooner also running every three 
months and owned by the Hikl Trad- 
ing Company of Yokohama, You will 
not have the slightest trouble in com- 
ing this way, but it would be better 
you could charter a steamer of youi 
ows.
